DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 18 November 2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Amendments and response received 18 November 2010 have been entered. Claims 69- 
91 are currently present in this application. Claims 69-91 have been amended. Amendments and 
response are addressed hereinbelow. 
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Claim Objections 

In light of the amendment to the claimed subject matter, examiner hereby withdraws 
previous grounds of objection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 69-91 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found 
any motivation to combine any subsequent prior art which teaches an information processing 
apparatus and method for controlling a peripheral that processes a job, executes a predetermined 
service comprising an obtaining mit, a display iinit, a first discrimination unit, an issuance unit, 
an inhibition unit and a transmission unit, wherein the first discrimination unit discriminates 
whether the peripheral supports a function of reading and processing data using reference 
pointers. The issuance unit issues a job provided with plural setting values set via a user 
interface displayed by the display unit, the plural setting values including a value of a first 
attribute and a value of a second attribute different from the first attribute, and a reference 
pointer indicating a reference to data to be processed using the plural setting values, when the 
first discrimination unit discriminates that the peripheral supports the fiinction of reading and 
processing data using reference pointers.
